SYMPATHY EXPRESSED 

The supervisors, however, ex- 
pressed “sympathy with the prin- 
ciple of the prevailing wage scale,” 
Mr. Grier explained.

EXTENSION SOUGHT 


More Customers Wanted by 
City and Reduced Rate

Requests for more people to 
take advantage of the city’s gar-

FROM 22 GROVES

| Lemon growers were given a 
| splendid opportunity cf checking 
| their production costs, with 3 
| view to obtaining economical oper- 
lation at a meeting conducted by 
;county and state cfficials thig 
| morning in the Upland junicr high 
| School ‘building. 
| With increased lemon produc- 
| tion indicating increased pressure 
[on the domestic lemon market, 
| the necessity of econcimical opera-" 
| tion cf groves was stressed. 
| H. J. Wilder, county farm ad- 
| visor, stressed the great variation 
, in the methods of grove operation, 
VARIATIONS 
| Some groves in the Upland dis- 
| trict make money, some do not, 
jthe chart, showing the cost of 
| producing groves in 1938 indicat- 
jed. Some growers put on more 
fertilizer than is necessary, while 
| others do not put on enough. Var- 
jiation in all factors of production 
was noticeable. 

Wide variations in income pe 
| acre were shown. Studies for 1938 
| revealed one grove paying a net 
j{mcome after all costs including 
jinterest on investment and de- 
| preciation were deducted, of $429 
| per acre. At the bottom of the Hst 
| was a grove Showing a loss of 





$262 per acre. The best grove 
[showed a gross income of $925 
|per acre. Average yield per acre 


| for the best grove was 418 pack- 
| ed boxes, while the poorest-paying 
| Srove yielded 44 packed bexes per 
| acre. 

COST IS $409 

The best grove showed total 
cash costs per acre of $409, which 
|} included $268 for labor, $94 for 
| material, including water, fertil- 
|izer, spray, etc., and $46 for cash 
overhead. 
|__Average net income for the best 
| 11 groves studied was $145, while 
| the deficit for the other 11 groves 
| Was $127, Five of the groves in- 
| Cluded in the analysis were se- 
riously damaged by the freeze, 
curtailing the 1938 production. 

Commenting on the cost of frost 
protection in 1938, when practical- 
ly no firing was necessary, but 
| when the cost, nevertheless, aver- 
|aged $29 an acre, R. G, LaRue, 
; assistant farm adviser, concluded 
that damage to trees made lemon 
frost protection economically 
| sound. 

FERTILIZER COSTS 
Considerable time was devoted 
|to fertilizer and irrigation prac- 
tices, One significant fact brought 
ut was that the best five groves 
used organic fertilizer with a hi 
|mitrogen content. All the five 
;most profitable groves also used 
;commercial fertilizer, In fact, all 
| but four of the 22 groves studied 
[used commercial fertiizer. ; 
One grower was criticized, how- 
| ver, for putting on approximately 
twice as much fertilizer as was 
necessary. After applying 25,000 
| Pounds of steer manure per acre, 
this grower also put on 2513 
pounds of commercial fertilizer. 
The total pounds of nitrogen per 
acre (862) was twice as much on 
{this grove as on the best-paying 
grove studied.

Garbage Collection Offer 
who employ the city to haul away 
garbage and rubbish is an important item. 

If a sizeable number of families respond to the city’s ap- 
peal to obtain the service at a reduced rate, much will be 
accomplished with a minimum of detail in solving an un- 
satisfactory condition, 

If there is very little change in the number of ‘“‘patrons”’ 
of the collection service, however, it is likely the city officials 
will do something to extend the service to every local family. 

The collection service must be paid for—either in taxes 
or direct to the city hall, as at present. There is consider- 
able merit in the city’s plan of urging non-customers to ob- 
tain the collection service at a minimum annual charge of 
about $3.80. This figure is based on the assumption that most 
local families will take advantage of the offer. 

If the offer isn’t accepted, however, a garbage collection 
district may be formed to include all property in what is 
termed the “‘residential district’’. In such a case, every fam- 
ily would be assessed the per-family cost of collection. This 
cost is estimated at or near the $3.80 figure. 

To form such an assessment district would involve more 
or less detail and would further add to the machinery in the 
tax collecting organization. 

The city’s letters soliciting more patrons for the collec- 
tion service will be in the mails soon. Almost every local 
family needs the service and the $3.80 annual rate is lower 
than the cost of the service in many cities.
